He completed the rest of 
his Journey to this city on one of the 
regular passenger trains. 


The railroad officials state that a series 


of accidents In quick succession some- 
times happen to a train and there is -no 
accounting for their being bunched In 
that way. To cancel the train- and enc 
the hoodoo as Stubbs aid. is, they say 
the only sensible think to do. 
Stubbs' special leaving New Orlean: 
had two private cars, a coach -anti an 
engine. The latter broke down and came 
near going into the flitch. It was re 
placed by another locomotive. Within 
ten hours, after the first accident one o 
the trucks under the coach-broke down 
and the coach was badly torn and splin 
tered before the train could be stopped 
Another coach was substituted. 
Later on a remarkable and fatal misha; 
occurred while the special 'was running 
forty-five miles an hour. The fireman 
John W. Deason, was missed by Engi 
neer Daniel and .he stoppid the train t 
find out what was the matter. No trace 
of. the -.fireman could be seen. The train 
was sidetracked and a searching patty 
went back along the track on the loco- 
motive to see If the missing man could 
be found. 
Ten miles back they found 
his mangled body. It had been .dragged 
along the track for a hundred yards. 
There are various 
surmises, but no 
definite explanation regarding how the 
unfortunate man met his fate.

It is 105 
feet long and of steel construction 
throughout. Captain Lovelace,

ers. In talking of his new berth, he 
said: 


"The lack of revenue cutters on the 


Atlantic 
Coast of the Isthmus has 
meant a considerable loss to the.go'-- 
ernment in custom's revenues. 
Be- 


tween Colon and the river Atrato lies 
one of the richest cocoanut regions in 
the world. This strip of coast line is 
occupied almost solely by t>ie San Bias 
Indians, who derive a profitable trade 
with smugglers from Curacao, Jamaica 
and the Islands of San Andreas. These 
smugglers exchange merchandise for 
cocoanuts, 
ivory nuts, and tortoise 
shells. 


"Last year 7,000.000 cocoanuts were 


exported from the coast, all paid for by 
merchandise from which the govern- 
ment of Panama has not derived a 
cent of custom's revenue. It is to pre- 
vent, this smuggling and collect the 
duties it is now losing that the govern- 
ment has decided to arm the Orienta 
and run her up and down the coast. 


"After a fen- months it is expected 
wholesale smuggling will cease. Then 
It. will be time to put a similar boat 
on the Pacific Coast and stop the 
smuggling there." 


The President was greatly pleased at 


the cordiality of the crowds, and much 
touched over the presentation of three 
magnificent souvenirs reminiscent of

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 4.—Presi-

A moment after the train stopped a 


detail of State militia stationed in the 
Horse Show building, two miles from 
the place where'the Executive left his 
train, flred the .Presidential salute of 
twenty-one guns. 


SURROUND TRAIN. 


A crowd of several thousand, 
In- 


cluding 2,000 children from several in- 
stitutions, surrounded the train, and as 
the President made his appearance he 
was greeted with hearty cheers. 


The weather was cool, but the sky 


was thinly overcast.

ST. PETERSBURG, 
April 4.— War 


Minister Sakharoff, In an interview to- 
day, declares that the reports of Rus- 
sia countermanding orders for 
war 


material abroad are baseless, and grow 
out of the declination of foreign of- 
fers with which the war office and Ad- 
miralty have been swamped. 


He insists that there has been no 


relaxation in the preparations to con- 
tinue the war, but says -there will be 
no new mobilization at present, 
ex- 


plaining, as stated in these dispatches, 
that 140,000 troops of the last mobiliza- 
tion have already started for the front, 
and that instead 
of mobilizine new 


troops these will be followed by a por 
tlon of this year's conscripts. 


General Sakharoff denied emphatic- 


ally that he e^er Intrigued 
against 


Kuropatfcin, affirming that he gave the 
latter the most loyal support. 


At the same time, in discussing the 


battle of Mukden, Sakharoff declared 
the .men and material of the Russian 
army were equal to those of the Jap- 
anese, forcing the reluctant conclusion 
that the Japanese generalship was su- 
perior to the Russians. 


In denying .the popular 
impression 


that a large proportion of army re- 
serve men were sent to the front, the 
War Minister made the Important ad- 
mission that reserve men were only 
sent In the early stages of the war, 
"before .we had assurances from Eu- 
rope/' which Is Interpreted as a con- 
fession that an arrangement was made 
with Germany for covering the fron- 
tier of Poland.

SMALL BONDED DEBT. 


"The bonded indebtedness of the city 


of Oakland is 1255,500, which is certainly 
a very small sum for a city with an as- 
sessed valuation of over 151,000,000. The 
1960,000 that, were voted for school bonds 
Is a debt of the Oakland School District. 
This district is composed of the city 
of Oakland and a small fringe of terri- 
tory in the vicinity of Claremont avenue. 
Ninety-seven per cent of this school dis- 
trict is in the City of Oakland and about 
three per cent of the assessed valuation 
lies outside. 
"As I have already stated there is only 
funds sufficient to maintain the depart- 
ment for the balance of this fiscal year 
and. no money Is available for any pro- 
ject requiring a large expenditure. This 
should not deter us In formulating our 
plans for public betterment so that at 
the beginning of the new fiscal year we 
can go forward without delay. 
We 
should, 'however, always bear in mind 
that we are only the trustees of the pub- 
lic funds and It behooves us to proceed 
cautiously and wisely, practicing at all 
times the strictest econpmy. 


CONCLUSION! 


"Gentlemen of the City Council, the 
people of Oakland expect much from thl* 
administration. They have the right to 
demand much from us, and I feel as- 
sured they wlil not be disappointed. We 
hold the trust and confidence of our fel- 
low citizens.

Hayor Mott's Message. 


Mayor Mott's first message to the Council carries a cheering note 


of optimism. It does not begin by "knocking" Oakland, neither does 
it draw odious comparisons. This is both gratifying and assuring. 
It is a welcome change from the practice of abusing the town as a 
preliminary to blowing a loud blast on the trumpet of s/lf-righteous- 
ness. 


The message is a practical business document, meaty with sensi- 


ble suggestion and permeated with hopeful confidence in the city and 
the patriotism of its inhabitants. No part of it will be received with 
more approval than the portion devoted to the streets. 
The new 


Mayor is an ardent advocate of street improvement, and his discus- 
sion of the subject shows that he has made himself familiar with high- 
way conditions in Oakland. With the practical common sense of a 
business man oE affairs, he points out the defects in the streets calling 
for speedy remedv. His recommendation in regard to completing 
the boulevard on the eastern shore of Lake Merritt is an excellent 
one. 


The Mayor points out that it is not necessary to acquire more 


land at present to begin the work of park improvement. The city 
owns several parcels of unimproved land dedicated to park purposes 
which should be utilized without further delay. Four of these, the 
West Oakland tract, the marsh land below Twelfth street, Indepen- 
dence square and Bushrod park are of considerable size and well 
located for small parks, being situated in the several principal divisions 
of the city. They will make admirable links in a general system, and 
there is no reason why the work of improving them should not begin at 
once—not on an extended scale, perhaps, but modestly and with due 
regard to the other needs of the city. If the improvement of one of 
these tracts be provided for each year, Oakland will soon put on a 
different appearance, and a park system will develop in a short time. 


Other suggestions in the message are equally sound and prove 


that the Mayor has been doing a deal of thinking to some purpose 
regarding the best means of improving Oakland.

William fl. Stewart 


A Neveda dispatch says ex-Senator William M. Stewart will hang 


out his shingle at Tonopah and resume the practice of law. It is 
remarkable to find a man retiring from the United States Senate after 
eighteen years consecutive service to feke up the active practice of 
his profession at the age of 78. But William M. Stewart is no ordin- 
ary man. For fifty years he has been a notable figure in the public 
life of California and Nevada. He was defeated for Attorney-Gen- 
eral of this State in an exciting contest prior to the Civil War, and 
when he went to Nevada he took rank at the head of the bar, being 
sent to the Senate on the admission of Nevada into the Union. After 
a retirement from public life of twelve years he returned to the Sen- 
ate again in 1887. and sat in that body continuously up till the fourth 
of last March. He has made and lost half a dozen fortunes, and now 
when near four-score he has set out to make another. All his life 
he has sought the keen activity and the large opportunties of the 
frontier, and he has rarely failed to meet with success when he turned 
his attention to money-making. The veteran statesman is still full 
of physical and mental vigor, and will doubtless take the command- 
ing place at the Nevada bar, to which his talents and experience en- 
title him. He has many friends in California to wish him success.

proposed marriage to her. She accepted 
him, 
she says, after he had promised 


to obtain a divorce. Subsequently, she 
declares, he scorned her. 


Miss Belfort's reasons for giving out 


the letters are best told by herself. 


"I can no longer withstand," 
said 


• Miss Belfort, "the oft-repeated denials 


of General Viljoen, 
that he had paid 


court to me. He has said he merely 
knew me as an acquaintance—nothing 
more. I feel that in justice to myself 
I should take this step to disabuse the 
public mind of any erroneous impres- 
sion the attentions o£ .General Viijoen 
may have caused. 


DEATH TOO GOOD FOR HIM. 
"It is true I horsewhipped General 


Viljoen publicly in Chicago, after he 
had made it plain that he had no seri- 
ous intentions toward me. Indeed, up- 
on that occasion, I carried with me a. 
loaded revolver, with which I intended 
to kill him. But I did not use the 
pistol because, at the last moment, 1 
concluded that death was too good for 
the man. So I horsewhipped him. But 
I have that gun yet, and here it is." 


Here Miss Belfort produced a re- 


volver from a grip in her sitting room. 


"I am a woman of sudden impulses," 


she said, as she handled the gleaming 
weapon, "and there Is no telling what 
a woman scorned v/Ill do. 


"I am only a woman. I have no one 


to defend me, and I must, therefore, 
defend myself. I have no friends, no 
relatives in this country." 


Miss Belfort showed several large

said, were written to her by General 
Viljoen.

I am unable, according to 
best advice, to proceed with my divorce 
suit until this company is fixed up and 
the newspaper story has blown over. 


I never loved any woman before as I

the home and the kitchen queen and 
their Interdependence, which the wo- 
man's conference of the Society 
for 


Ethical Culture had invited with a view 
which, in the words of Mrs. S. Olle- 
sheimer, the president, fitted action 
and not theory. 


Mrs. 
Ellen T. Richards, of the Boston 


Institute of Tecnnology, introduced the 
notebook of the 
involuntary house- 


keeper whose experiences 
threatened 


such havoc to her family. She is the 
wife of an instructor whose income is 
$3,000 a year. 


"Women," said Mrs. Richards, 
"are 


constantly wasting 
nervous energy. 


They go to the slums and their first 
desire is to teach the poor women hab- 
its of thriCU-how to buy cheap food. 
I never knew a cooking class that did 
not instruct the tenement house wo- 
men what to do with left-overs. But 


nobody ever taught them how to buy 
for their families just what they need- 
ed so they would not have any left- 
overs." 


Mrs. Richards declared that the fam- 


ily table where a child could learn 
manners and morals in the process of 
eating and drinking was indispensable. 
She deprecated the lack of responsi- 
bility permitted children. She said each 
should pel-form some small duty before 
starting 
to 
school. Irresponsibility, 


she said, was what made it impossible 
for young men to marry on less than 
$3,000 because their wives understood 
nothing of household economy. 


Mrs. Harry Hastings challenged these 


assertions, 
stoutly 
maintaining that 


even the ignorant could learn 
after 


marriage. She thought the woman who 
wanted to wring her children's 'necks 
was posing for effect. 
And she con- 


tended that under the present educa- 
tional pressue, no child had time to 
perform any household duty. 


She scored women who-wasted valu- 


able time in hand-made lingerie 
to 


beautify themselves and in perpetrat- 
ing elaborate bills of fare, when plain 
and simple meals would better serve 
the purpose.

Belgian 


committee of holders of Santo Domingo 
bonds refuses to have anything to do 
with the proposed ararngement g;etwe£i 
Santo Domingo anl the United States, 
and will protest against the plan, says a 
Times' despatch from Antwerp. 
The proposal to deposit the money from 
the custom's collections' in an American 
bank until a definite arrangement is com- 
pleted is not satisfactory to the Belgian 
bond holders, who demand the payment. 
of $27.000 a month to them In accordance 
with their contract with the Sahtcr Do- 
mingan Government. 
Instructions have been sent to "Willem 


"Willoms, the committee's, representative 
in Santo Domingo, to mak'e a -protest 
against the proposed agreement and not 
to consent to any plan which does not 
provide for the payment to the Belgians 
of $27,000 In .cash a'month. 


Of the total debt of Santo Domingo, 


which-amounts.to about $27,000,000 more 
than one half is estimated due to Bel- 
gians. 
They own $15,000,000 worth of 
Santo Domlngan bonds, and the accumu- 
lated unpaid Interest makes the figure 
amount to about $16,000,000. 
A committee, representing the Belgian 
creditors and the few French creditors, 
made a contract with the Santo Domin- 
gan Goevrnment in June, 1901. The con- 
tract provided that the committee might 
collect fifteen per cent of the custom's 
revenues of the Republic, charged upon 
the revenues of Santo Domingo City. The 
minimum payment from the government 
to the committee wus to be 525,000 a 
month, besides $2000 in expenses. If the 
revenues of Santo Domingo, City were not 
sufficient the Belgians might collect from 
the Port of Macoris. • 
For the last two years the committee 
has been able to collect nothing: at all, 
owing • to revolutions and other internal 
disturbances.

BERKELEY, April 4.—The question of 


;he regulation of railroad rates was the 
subject of the lecture by Professor S. J. 
MacLean > of Stanford University before 
the college of commerce yesterday after- 
noon. The professor spoke In part as fol- 
ows: 
"The question of the regulation of rail- 
road rates jrocs back to me year 18GS. On« 
of the most notable fesnuriis of it is th« 
recent stampede of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to pass the Townsend bill. 
"From the year 1S6S, -when a coramit- 
:ee report was made in Congress declar- 
ng that that body had the power to en- 
rorce uniform rates by law until 1S85, 
when the Cullom report, which was the 
foundation for the pros&nt law, was ren- 
lered,.there was a succession of attempts 
nade -)n .Congress to pass measures for 
:he'regulation of railways, tut nothing of 
mportance came of them. 
' 
"In 1885, when the Senate and House 
finally compromised their differences on 
the question by the law creating the in- 
ters tate 
commerce 
wommission, 
they 
drafted such a loosely worded measure 


that at the very beginning the "commis- 
sion found itself 
confronted with tne 
question as to the extent of its .powers. 
The first sentence of the law provides that 
rates shall be Just and reasonable, but It 
seems altogether probable that neither. 
the Senate nor the House knew exactly ' 
what fair and reasonable rates were when 
they passed the law. 
.

"The commission in the cases .which! 
have come before it has held that it not 
'• 
only has power to decide whether an ex- i 
isting rate is fair or reasonable, but to1 
declare what shall be the fair- and Tea- ! 
sonable rate for the future. Decisions of I 
the Supreme Court have since 1879 -.stead- f 
ily tended, to-Increase the duty and'lessen i 
the power of the commission. 
j 
."As to the present legislation proposed; 
In the Townsend bill, the most notable '• 
features proposed in It are the railroad t 
court, which-it provides,-and its tendency 
to grant fuller powers to the Interstate 
commerce commission. Most of its pro- 
visions, like the last mentioned, are of 
practical value, but on the whole the bill 
seems loosely worded and should be made 
exact before becoming a law."

FIREMAN. 


Berkeley Railroad Man Perfects 


Mechanism For Fire 


Alarm Galls. 


BERKELEY. April 4.—Through an 


invention perfected by A. R. Fields, 
the North Berkeley fire company is 
now able to 
make 
record-breaking 


time in answering alarms. The mech- 
anism, which has been put in place by 
Fields, who Is a. conductor on the 
Southern Pacific local, 
releases the 


horses and turns on the lights in the 
fire house the moment that the tapper 
is sounded. 
By a clever arrangement the tapper 


of the alarm gong drops the chain 
holding the horses in their stalls, mak- 
ing it possible for the animals to as- 
sume their place under the drop har- 
ness by the time the firemen have slid 


down t'ae pole leading from their rooms 
on the second floor. All that then re- 
mains to be done is to snap the patent 
collars about the horses to prepare the 
teams for a flying'start 
Fields is also' superintending the 
installation of a private alarm sys- 
tem connecting the fire house with the 
residences of the 
members 
of the 


North Berkeley fire company. 
In the future it will be an easy mat- 
ter to ring in alarms for fire through 
the twenty-two alarm hoses distrib- 
uted throughout the city. Miniature 
glass front boxes, containing a key, 
have been attached to the alarm box- 
es.

gives instruction to break the glass 
and use the key in case of. fire.

Work For Harmony. 


NEW COUNCIL GETS DOWN 


TO WORE. 


Passes on Many Routine flatters 


Left Over By Forfner Body- 


Resolutions Adopted. 


Amid gorgeous decorations of flowers, 


American .'flags and'potted plants of 
tropical origin, the new City Council 
•vvas formally ushered in last night and 
took up the reigns 
of 
government 


where the former legislative body had 
left off. 


Councilman George Fitzgerald of the 


Third Ward ivas unanimously chosen 
president of the Council on the first 
ballot. The onty absentees were Coun- 
cilman Thurston and Councilman Don- 
aldson. The lobby seemed pleased with 
the selection of Fitzgerald, and vigor- 
ously app'.duded him as he took his 
chair. 


Before the Council convened there 


was a short caucus in the chambers 
of the Council, wherein a letter from 
Councilman Donaldson, stating: 'he was 
in favor of Fitzgerald for the presi- 
dency, was read. 
The supporters o£ 


Edwin 
Meese for the chairmanship 


were just one vote short of electing 
their candidate, but they could have 
created a deadlock. Mayor Mott was 
called into consultation, and it 
was 


finally decided to nominate Fitzgerald 
unanimously, and thus start out the 
administration in complete harmony. 


When Clerk Frank R. Thompson call- 


ed the nine Councilmen to order, Coun- 
cilman William J. Baccits of the Sixth 
Ward placed Fitzgerald in nomination. 


"I take great pleasure in nominatin 


George Fitzgerald," he said, "for the 
presidency of.the Council for the en- 
suing term of one year." 


Councilman- Edwin Meeso seconded 


the nomination. He said: 


"Gentlemen of the Council, I under- 


stand the importance of having abso- 
lute harmony in the city government, 
and therefore it gives me pleasure to 
second the nomination of George Fitz- 
gerald." 


The vote was then taken, all voting 


ftye as their names were called. 


A resolution was then read and pass- 


ed formally electing Fitzgerald to the 
chairmanship. 


In accepting the honor conferred on 


him by his colleagues, President Fitz- 
gerald said: 


"Gentlemen of the Council, I thanfc 


you one and all for the compliment 
that you have just paid me. I assure 
you that all my acts will be for har- 
mony of the administration, as 
Mr. 


Meese has suggested. I will try to treat 
each 
member of the Council as I 


would be treated myself. 
It will be 


my endeavor to work in absolute har- 
mony with the Board of Public Works 
to insure the future success of Oak- 
land."
